BATTLE UNTIL ONE DROPS FATALLY WOUNDED 


Ata Jenkins Dies 
(At Hospital; Slayer 


Is Laid Up In Bed

deadlines that recalls the tales of Deadwood Dick 
and other "Border Desperadoes," Alva Jenkins, 36, 
a steehvorker of New Boston, and William Tamme, 
36, also of New Boston, engaged in tragic duel in 
the Palm pool room of that village Saturday evening 
about 10:30 o'clock. Although second in pulling 
his gun, according to statements of eye-witnesses, 
Tamme's aim was better, and Jenkins fell mortally 
wounded, he dying about six o'clock Sunday evening 
at Hempstead hospital, after physicians had ex- 
hausted their efforts to save him. 


• 
Tamme was wounded three times, but none of the 


bullets reached a vital spot. He is laid up at his 
home on Grace street but will probably be out in a 
short time. 


The deadly duel was fought at such close range 


the men could almost have touched each other and 
was over so quickly dazed witnesses can scarcely 
give a coherent account of it. 


Fatal Shot 
InAbdomen 


Jenkins was shot twice, ^the first 


bullet entering his body just above 
.the left eye and .following the top ol 
the skull io the rear of his head,
